onous, and the House of Deputles—ons may not
spoak for the House of I¥shops—had begun to be
weary of the matter, and was therefore glad, at the
opening of this conventlon, to be confronted with an
entirely new programme.

1t Is true that the chle! Item In the new pro-
gramme was still revision, but it was not prayer-
pook revision, and seemed to affer a chance for new
men, as well a8 new measurés, to come to the
front The long time occupled in the praver-book
revision made It almos: necessary thit the same
putles be returned for many years o succesalon,
and the personne! of the conventlon was getting to
be near.y as monotonous as the subject matter
New blood is a necessury thing In church eounclis,
especially if it be good blood, and there was no bad
blood shown during the whole of the conventien-—
at least In the jower house, and here, again, it
must be observed, one may not speak for the House
of Bishops. That the new blood brought with it
among other things, a doctrinalre splrit, was ewvi-
dent—more evident at the beginning than at the
end, however, for [t takes two conventions for depu-
tles to get thelr legs, to =ay nothing of their
tongues, and the young dectrinaires listened, and
learned, In comparutive slence, and will not be
qulte so anxious to lead In the next conventon.
Nor ary they quite settled upon a leader.

A PARTY WITHOUT A LEADER,

One or two have assumed that position, but thelr
rlght and fitness to lead have not been wholly undis-
puted In this eonventlon, One thing, however, ls
finally settled viz, that thils progressive body of
young men will not have the Rev. Dr. Davenport,
of Tenneasee, rule over them (n the future as he has
done in the past. He |= fluent and ready in debate,
and has some knowledge of eanon law, but he s
nelther profound ncer pleasing, and must soon
give way t0 a stronger man. Who that stronger
man will be the next conventlon, perhaps, will teil
He |8 certalnly an unknown personage at present.

Speaking of leadership brings a reminder that the
House of Deputies scems jusi now to be without a
leader, nor, s0 far ns can be seen, {8 there any one
who Is ambitious to assime that rather diffleult po-
